Senators Favor a Higher 


Tax on Beer. 


BOND BILL AGAIN LAID ASIDE 


Mr, Dolliver Drifts Into Politics 


and Fays His Kespecte to FA- 


GO veruor Boles. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—Tariff and fi- 


nance each came in for a share o! con- 
sideration in tbe oeute today. Early 
in the day Mr. Sherman succeeded in 
having the filled cheese bill taker tip, 
whereupon Mr. Duboio of Idaho offered 
an amendment adding 75 cents per 
barrel to the tax on beer. The senator 
tald his amendment was intended to test 
the sincerity of senators who expressed 
the patriotic desire to aid the treasury 
by raising more revenue. Mr, Sherman 
opposed the amendment as a skillful 
means to defeat the cheese bill. His 
motion to table the Duboia amendment 
was defeated, 25 to 30. On the question 
of adopting the amendment the debate 
became general, Senators Mills and Gray 
supporting and Nelson, Aldrioh and 
Vilaa opposing it. 


The bill and tbe pending beer amend- 


. meat were displaced at 2 o'clock by tbe 


bond bill, which was advocated by Mr. 
Pritchard, Republican of North Caro* 
Una, and opposed by Mr. Lindsay, Dem- 
ocrat of Kentucky. 


A bill was passed to pension at (75 


per month the widow of General George 
Spencer, at one time United States sen- 
ator from Alabama. 
Mr. ThurBton, in view of his depart- 


ure owing to sickness in his family, de- 
fined his position on a number of im- 
portant measures, viz.: Favorable to 
the election of senators by the people, 
to the tilled cheese bill, and opposed to 
the bill providing against the issue of 
bonds. As to tlie last measure Mr. 
Thuraton explained that his opposition 
was not doe to the principle of the bill, 
which he might approve at another 
: time, but he felt it was too late in the 


session to withhold from the adminis- 
tration the means of avoiding a mone- 
tary crisis. 
As soon as tbe filled cheese bill was 


taken up, Mr. Diiboia offered an amend- 
ment to tbe cheese bill placing an addi- 
tional tax of 75 cents per barrel on ale, 
porter and beer. 
In supporting the bill. Mr. Dubon 


said it afforded an opportunity to Mr. 
Sherman to execute the patriotic pur- 
poses he bad recently expressed without 
resultinB Injuriously to the Dinglev 
tariff bill, an "unjust, unsatisfactory 
sectional bill, which cannot pass tbe 
senate." This bill was a trap, trans- 
parent and unfair. 
This beer amendment would yield 


$25,009,000 additional revenue, Mr. Du- 
bois said, and senators could accept this 
or else "qnit posing before the country 
as the only patriots." 
Mr. Sherman replied briefly, urging 


that this was a move to cripple the 
cheese bill, which was in no sense a 
general revenue bill. Thirty million of 
revenue already was raised from "that 
very useful and comfortable drink," 
and he (Sherman) thought the con- 
euuiers of beer paid about enough. He 
moved to table the beer amendment, 
which motion was defeated, yeas 25. 
nays 30.

The refusal to table created something 


of a stir throughout tbe senate.

VICTOBIA, B.C., May 26.— A terrible 


accident occurred here today. A aham 
battle and review was to take place at 
Macauley Point, near Esquimau, this 
afternoon, and crowds were making 
their way there by every route. All the 
tram cars were packed. Two cars left 
government etreet with more than 100 
people. The first got over Point Ellice 
bridge, which crosses Victoria Arm,

Review, to be published tomorrow, suc- 
ceeded in developing a new kind oE 
electrical lamp or vacuum tube by 
means of which the Roentegen raya are 
turned into pure white light. Edison's 
new lamp ia an ordinary crook and tube, 
coated in tbe interior surface with crys- 
tals of a new fluorescent substance 
which he haa discovered, similar to 
tungstate or calcium. The rays in pass- 
ing through their coating of crystal are 
changed to light. Very little heat U 
generated and nearly the whole of the 
electrical energy expended ia trans- 
formed into light. The new lamp is 
need in place of the crooked tube with 
the ordinary X rays apparatus. 


Mr. Edison believea there are great 


poaaibiUtiea in hia discovery and is now 
enthusiastically at work perfecting his 
apparatus in commercial form. He ex- 
pects that before long he will'so develop 
t that it may be used with high econ- 
omy on an ordinary incandesent cir- 
ult.

The c«K> against that MtthodiBl min- 


Islorot Salt Lake iu many re»|>ect« re- 
minds ono o! the Dutrant cnie. In thi« 
can, •« iu that, the victim! are young 
womon, and arc two in number, and in 
this case, as in that, a house ot God waa 
used as the hiding place ol the shocking 
crimes. In-each case, too, the criminal 
wae a man-ol aliened piety. Here, bow- 
«wir, the larecr part ol the re»anbl»nce 
ceases. -In the Salt Lake cane the mur- 
derer destroyed the body oi -one, and 
probably ol both, of lib victims- In the 
San Frencieco case the villain left the 
bodies'to be discovered when and haw 
late might decide. In the iormer case 
the perpetrator ol the-double crime fled. 
In the latter he remained, reeling that 
•ll'Clnet to connect him with the bloody 
work were forever obliterated. 


Of the two cold villaiat, Hermans 


probably showed the greater elirewd- 
ness and Durrani the greater hardi- 
ihood. Yet both bungled their terrible 
«ork, and both escaped detection ior a 
time rather throueh their good chance 
itban through judgment or -foresight. 
When Hermans sold Miss -Clausen's 
:trank and dothtae, lor instance, it waa 
•little less than a bid lor detection in MB 
• crime. Yet tha clue was not unearthed 
until the remains of one or both of the

d07«n similar ifiBtancea .might be'Cited 
. in connection with Durrant. 


There Is no more striking illustration 


• ot that etnnge combination of folly and 
ahrewdneaa which frequently is seen in 
crime, than iflioimdiu these two similar- 
dissimilar cases. That touch of moral 
madness which so often is seen in crime 
caused them to-do the villain's work in 
Buch manner M must ultimately lead-to 
their undoing. 


When the law has run out of red 


tape and the time has arrived for jus- 
.tice to make itB appearance on the 
scene, it is probable that -Durrani will 
be 
hanged. 
Hermans' 
fate 
seems 


more donbtfal, yet it is probable that 
he, too, will sooner or later be run 
do rn and brought to trial. Sometimes, 
in such caseB, the law fails to do justice 
to a prisoner after he has been caught, 
but it IB only occasionally that ho es- 
capes arreBt. 


THE Oakland Jm;uiirr Rives the fol- 


lowing explanation ol MoKinlcy's per- 
sonal popularity among the laboring 
men of his own and other states: "Most 
of the Ohio labor union men are 
friendly to McKinley, and John Mo- 
Bride, the head of the miner's union, is 
one of his closest triondl.; Twenty-five 
years ago, during a miner's strike, the 
WarringtOK 'Colliery was blown np, 
causing loss of life -and property; the 
Btrlke leaders 
wero arrested 
and 


charged with complicity.; public feeling; 
waB BO straw that the lawyere who were 
appealed to by the prisoners -thought it 
prudent not to take their cases, and at 
lut tke minerf committee oi safely im- 
plcrcd McKinley to defend them; he 
said he would do so if satisued that 
none of them bad anything to do with 
the crime; the upshot was that he ap- 
peared lor the prisoners, and after a 
hard fight luting several months, he 
cleared them all but one. Tbe Ohio 
miners had no money to pay him, but 
offered him a check for (1000 which had 
been sent to them from Pennsylvania;

difficult problem of carnation culture.

Even when all is done that seems pos- 
sible to merit success, the grower is 
liable to tho exasperation of finding 
that particular varieties, upon which he 
may have based his most sanguine ex- 
pectations, obstinately refuse to flour- 
ish under his care. Almost every carna- 
tion culturifit knows varieties that he 
"simply cannot raise," and neither JIB 
nor anybody else can tell the reason 
rhy. Of course there must be some- 
thing lacking in soil, water, air or 
treatment which they require, but it 
seems as if Aey were capable of taking 
olTciiso at him or his surroundings and 
preferred death, or at least unproduc- 
tive life, to endurance of tlie associa- 
tion.—Scribner's.

In last Monday's ieaue of the Walch- 
an editorial comment was made on 
he tuition of the board of supervisors 
u its refusal to allow Sheriff Scott'a bill 
or thrue meals per day for prisoners. 
The comment was eminently correct 
roin a hunmne point of view, and ovi- 
deutly intended to be fair to all con- 
erned, but misleading, inasmuch ae it 
ailed to etato material facts connected 
with the case and circumstances which 
ed up to the difference between the 
heriff 
and certain members of the 


joarcl. 


In a conversation yesterday Sheriff 


Jcott emphatically denied that be had 
made any illegal charge; that he had ig- 
lored the orders of tho board, or that he 
md exceeded his authority in the mat- 
er at issue between himself aud the 
board. He said that he bad been at all 
timea actuated by considerations of hu- 
manity in dealing with prisoners m his 
charge, and with the full knowledge aud 
consent of the board. 


The facts and circumstances bearing 


on the question at issue were briefly 
stated aa follows: It had been the dia- 
tom to give two nienla a day to all prie* 
oners who did not work, and for those 
who worked in thechaingang and in the 
park to give three meals. At no time 
ias this rule been departed from. But 
the board some months ago objected to 
giving those who worked three meals a 
day, and made an order without the 
eherifi'a knowledge or consent, allowing 
only two meals per day for all prisoners. 
To this Sheriff Scott demurred and de- 
clined to force the men to work on two 
meals a day. He then and there offered 
to furnish a task for each man and give 
only thoee who completed their taak 
three meals. The board not agreeing 
to this, ho then offered to turn over all 
prisoners in the chain gang and park to 
the board to be under their full control, 
and bo then stated that under no cir- 
cumstances would he be HO inhuman aa 
to work men on only two meals perday.

They dive Their Views, and Ex- 


press the Ho lie That Kifftit 


Will Prevail. 


EWTOK RKITHLICA.V : There is cne aa- 


pect of tlie plan formulated by tbe com- 
bined committee on the raisin question 
that ae far as I know bae not been pub* 
licly noticed, and it you would kindly 
allow me spuce I would call your atten- 
tion to it. 


There is an old adage "that it ia un- 


grateful to look a gift horee in the 
mouth," and by the same reasoning it 
would eeem ungrateful to criticise the 
combined committee in tbe work they 
have done in formulating tbe plan, and 
tbe untiring and unselfiah labors they 
have bestowed upon it to make it a euc- 
ceBB, bat at tbe aame time in my opin- 
ion they made one false step at the very 
beginning that is deetined to wreck the 
whole. 
, 


in a speech made br Mr. Brigirfl in 


introducing the plan to the directors of 
the co-operattve packing houwa at the 
chamber of commerce last month, he 
gave a history of how the committee 
went to work, and be Bald, AS far as my 
memory eervee me: 
"The first thing 


we did was to examine the situation, 
and we fou&d tbiee classes of packers— 
the commiaelon packers, who handled 
80 percent of the crop; tbe co operative 
.packers, who handled 12 per cent, and 
the private packer, who packed 8 per 
ceut-—and we came to the conclusion 
that any plan we might make must be 
eucb as would receive tbe support of tbe 
firat class who handled the bulk of the 
crop, who had their money invested in 
hoiiaes and plant, their connections 
made, and who vre know would fight 
like the devil to keep tbe trade. We 
could not help ourselves, but had to 
take the situation as we found it." It 
is my contention that right there they 
made the tmelaktr, ia a word, they 
truckled to expediency. 
Instead of 


concluding that 
became

of 
tbe 
trade 
had 
hitherto 
been 


done under one system and. in one 
groove, and becau.ee they felt that the 
men who profited by that system would 
op|ioeu to the utmost any change. I ask 
would it not have been truer policy, 
more businesslike and more cutirairantiR 
to have analyzed that system, judging it 
by its past BUCCCBS or failure, by its busi- 
ness or unbusinesslike methods, by its 
popularity or unpopularity with the 
growers, and deciding whether it was 
one they could recommend us the beet 
or whether some batter system could 
not be found? 
If they ascertained that 


the system had not in the past done 
justice to the grower but was lacking in 
business principles, and that its past 
record was not such AS irould recommend 
it, I say they should have bad the cour* 
age of their opinions. They should 
have aftiii that any system that puts the 
Bole control of the selling of raisins into 
the hands of men, however honest, who 
have only aa interest ia it to tbe extent 
of packing 
charges and money ad- 


vanced, and with whom it is more profit- 
able to Bell two cars of raisins at 4 cents 
than one at 5 cents shall not be cosseted, 
bolstered up or perpetuated by ut, but 
eball die right now and we will be tbe 
men to make its coffin. They should 
then have examined co-operation. If 
that was bad also knock it on tbe head. 
I believe that every thinking man will 
admit that no system that trespasses 
against business principles can by any 
means be lasting. The end must come 
Home day and something better substi- 
tuted, and I contend that the committee 
made a mistake in not saying: "Heads 
right now." 


At a meeting held at Oleander on 


Saturday evening last A. Goldstein laid: 
"In his opinion co-operatioo was tbe 
right method, but there was not time 
to put it into shape this year," 


Mr. Bern bard has said he was a co- 


operator and emphasized it by a re* 
sounding slap on his thigh, and Mr. 
Warlow I believe on a former occasion 
eaid he had nothing to say against it. 


I'm sure that Frank Row ell was cor* 


rect la saying that if tbe efforts which 
had been exerted to make the commit- 
tee's plan a success had been thrown 
into the co-operative scale the county 
would Jiave been pretty nearly solid to* 
day, and with the anticipated ebirl 
cro;», the wholesale slaughter of prices 
would have been a thing of the past. 


In conclusion, would it not show 


broader grasp of tbe subject, and at an: 
raie less 
narrowness in a contra 


versyof this kind, to avoid peruocaluie 
and refrain from sordid BUgtftititions? . 
bt-ve noticed in the press several time 
a paltry allusion to Mr. Foreey's salary 
and on the otlinr eide allusion made iu 
an offer eive manner lo the 20 cents a 
ton reserved under the plun for the ex. 
penses of the eomimttee. What bum 
bug this IN! 
Done any one believe tha 


if men ol the standing of Mr. GoMeteii 
and other members were out after the 
lucre they would etart in on a 20 cen 
basis? And with regard to Mr. Forsoy 
of course he ia paid a salary and earns 
It, and it will not make one iota of dif 
ference to him in that respect wbethe 
the commission plan works or not. 
would appeal to ihe wonld-be scribes tc 
conduct the controversy on broader line 
than thia. Wo are not fighting individ 
rial men, but trying to find the bee 
way to make a Hvingfrom ourvineyard 
ana keep our families.

we, the 
producers, can have 


tnly a feeling of the utmost impatience. 
"ully realizing tbe necessity of agents to 
listribute our products, we do not there* 
ore admit for a moment the proprietary 
ight of any. particular set of agents lo 
ny particular share in that distribu- 
ton in any such sense as would require 
us to do other than as we choose in the 
matter. Our position is that no man 


nd no act of men eh all decide for us, 
ither what agents we will employ or 
vhat share of the business we will al- 
ow to any particular ageuta, coinmie- 
ion or co-operative. 
In plain terms we growers will decide 


hat matter for ourselves. None can 
lame the packers for wishing to main-

And 
ret in the face of all this, here comes a 
'(grower and Business Man" 
who evi- 


dently speaks by authority and EiiyB 
through the columns nf the RIITUHUCAN 
of last Sunday: "Other combines are 
possible, but this is tho combine * - * 
which must prevail or there is no hope 
of united action this year." Does the 
gentleman not fear that the growers 
might fool him by uniting among them- 
selves? 


Now, then, here is the packere' ulti- 


matum—"it ie this or nothing"—what 
wiil we do with it? 


Mere are two associations, each one 


claiming to be the best solution of the 
problem of handling our products, and 
evidently we must decide for one or the 
other, as there appears no other alter- 
native. In making our decision then it 
only remains for us to consider which 
association is most worthy of our trust 
from its make-up; which offers the 
moat safeguards; which has the moat 
permanent structure, and which offcra 
the probability of the larger average re- 
turns.

up of growers themselves, and has no 
purpose in view and no excnee for ex- 
istence except to bring about better 
methods in handling our products, to 
the end that we may realize the largest 
possible returns for them. The safe- 
guards are all that CAFI nossibly be 
thrown about the interests of each in- 
dividual members.

tlement of (hn raisin problem, and it ie 
not a makeshift for one year. It ia 
formed not i'or the nurposo of maintain- 
ing any selfish interest, hut tliefnterosts 
of all growers. It is not an experiment,

He Advises the Growers to Organ- 


ize at Once.
